Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicants 1 Representative presented tables showing the data 
of the cited prior art examples and the examples of the instant invention. The Applicants' Representative addressed 
the issue of obviousness with respect to the prior art of Shelestak, and whether the addition of V205 was obvious to 
add to decrease the Tuv as recited in the current rejection. The Applicants' Representative showed a table of the 
instant invention's examples that showed no direct correlation to the Tuv of the glass. The Examiner stated that this 
correlation was show to be true for the instant invention, but V205 is known as a component added to decrease the 
Tuv of a glass as shown by Shelestak. The Examiner also stated that there was currently no evidence of record to 
contradict the obviousness statement. The Applicants' Representative presented data to demonstrate that the 
overlapping ranges of components did not necessitate overlapping ranges of the properties.
